K ING STON 
T he city ’s police departm ent is abou t 7 0 percent ov er­ 
staffed and Kingston has abou t twice the paid firemen it 
needs, according to a stu dy deliv ered to city officials last 
m onth. 


The New York City m anagem ent consu lting firm of 
Cresap, M cCormick and Paget, hired by the city for its 
charter rev ision program last spring, did a com parativ e 
analy sis of city gov ernment and offered this fu rther observ a­ 
tion on the police and fire serv ices: 
“ The per capita costs of K ingston’s police serv ices— 
approx im ately $33—and fire serv ices-approx im ately $31 — 
are both significantly higher than the 19 7 4 national av erage 
for cities in the 25,000 to 50.000 range, reported to be $20.16 
for police serv ices and $16.60 for fire fighter serv ices '' 
The report, dated Au g. 13, fu rther ru les ou t ex cessiv e 
salaries as a reason. “This appears to be du e to a high 
proportion of both police officers and fire fighters in the total 
popu lation rather than to high salaries, since K ingston's fire 
fighters are actu ally slightly below the 19 7 4 national 
av erage.” 


The consu ltants go on to list 19 other “ major observ ations 
which they feel cou ld lead to im prov em ent in city gov ern­ 
m ent. 


Among the criticism s listed were: 
• “T he city lacks m anagem ent inform ation and analy tical 
capabilities. D epartm ents generally hav e not compiled 
statistical su m m aries concerning their operations W ork­ 
loads are rarely calcu lated and analy zed within the d e pa rt­ 
m ents. Program costs and resu lts are infrequ ently com ­ 
pared .’’ 
• "T he city has failed to establish a central pu rchasing 
fu nction despite the opportu nity to redu ce du plication of 
effort and u neconomical pu rchasing efforts 
T he rejiort 
notes that 7 0 percent of the cities in K ingston's popu lation 
range hav e a central pu rchasing departm ent. 
• ’’The D epartm ent of Recreation and Parks 
la cks a 
cu rrent, comprehensiv e listing of its recreational programs, 
and has not dev eloped an effectiv e solu tion to the problem 


of non-Kingston residents u sing Kingston recreational facil­ 
ities " 
• 
The Pu blu Works D epartm ent has made only lim ited 
progress in dev eloping produ ctiv ity standards, measu ring 
serv ice costa and ev alu ating the efficiency of its work crews 
The rejsirt su ggests the lack of analy tical capability may be 
du e to the com parativ ely sm all office staff, which inclu des 
an adm inistrativ e assistant and two stenographers 
• ' The citv reportedly does not hav e an inv entory of its 
property and equ ipm ent." 
• “W orking area» and secu rity precau tions api>ear to lie 
inadequ ate in some areas .“ The report states, “secu rity 
arrangem ents in the city treasu rer s office and v au lt apjiear 
to be less than acceptable ’’ 
• "The citv apjiears to hav e ignored the potential benefits 
of au tom ated data processing ex cept for 'hou sekeeping 
application* su ch as pay roll and billing Fu nctional applica 
tions su ch as the u se of au tom ation for bu dgeting, personnel 
record keeping hav e not lieen adopted 
• "Becau se the last rev alu ation of properties occu rred in 
19 56, the av erage property is cu rrently appraised at less than 
a third of its market v alu e." The report lists the equ alization 
rate at 29 ; it later dropped to 26 2.

O ther Americans and grou ps whose mail was reported opened 
by intelligence agencies are highly u pset abou t it. 
The decision to ask Nix on to testify on this and other m atters 
was annou nced W ednesday by C hairm an Frank Chu rch, D- 
Idaho. Jam es Angleton, former CIA chief of cou nterin­ 
telligence, told the com m ittee intelligence agencies illegally 
opened priv ate mail ov er a period of 20 y ears.

A ngleton’s 
testim ony 
and 
statem ents by Chu rch, inclu ded Nobel Peace prize winners 
Linu s Pau ling and M artin Lu ther King Jr, C hu rch and other 
senators, Nix on himself, the Ford and Rockefeller Fou ndations 
and H arv ard U niv ersity . 
Chu rch said the intelligence operation, code-nam ed “ HT 
Lingu al,” intercepted a letter to Nix on in Ju ne, 19 68 — when 
he was cam paigning for president — from his speechwriter, Ray 
Price, who was trav eling in the Sov iet Union. 
C hu rch said a letter he him self wrote to his mother-in-law 
while on a trip to the Sov iet Union was opened and photo­ 
graphed. 


Sen. Edw ard M. K ennedy , DM ass., one of the identified 
v ictim s, called it ex trem ely u nfortu nate. Another, Sen. H u bert 
H. H u m phrey , D -M inn., called it an ou trage. 
C harles Daly , a H arv ard v ice president, said, “ We are 
sickened by reports of this and other crim inal actions taken by 
persons who are su pposed to be bu sy defending ou r rights 
instead of stealing them ." 
C oretta King, widow of M artin Lu ther King Jr., said, 
“ Su spicions ov er the y ears that the CIA was u nlawfu lly 
intru ding into domestic affairs and citizens' priv cy hav e been 
confirm ed.”

Like the residents ol sev eral other Ulster 
Cou nty school districts who hav e had second 
thou ghts on their bu dgets, New Paltz district 
v oters approv ed W ednesday night two items 
prev iou sly defeated in referendu m*. 
In what Bu siness A dm inistrator Frank Ham 
ilton called "th e heav iest tu rnou t in 20 y ears, 
v oters approv ed a $62,267 proposal for in­ 
terscholastic athletics by a narrow 9 31-9 10 
m argin and okay ed another $41,161 tor instru c­ 
tional su pplies by a more com fortable 1,161 to 
68 8 v ote. 
The total tu rnou t of 1,8 55 v oters in the 
m iddle school gy m was the d istrict’s fou rth 
attem pt at a fu ll bu dget tor the 19 7 5-7 6 school 
y ear. An initial $5.08 million bu dget was re 
jected Ju ne 11 and a $4.9 6 million rev ised 
bu dget went down Ju ly 17 . On Au g 12 district 
v oters adopted only a single transportation item 
from eight propositions on the ballot.

NEW ORLEAN S (UPI) — Alligator pocket books and 
alligator shoes —both endangered species 
are getting a 
tem porary repriev e. 
Once considered high fashion, shoes and pocketbooks 
m ade of the ex pensiv e skin hav e become scarce and ev en 
more costly in recent few y ears. 
Bu t the first alligator hu nt in the United States in two 
y ears will begin Friday in Lou isiana and shou ld change all 
th at. 
A lam isiana W ildlife and Fisheries Commission official 
said he ex pected an increase in the su pply of alligator skins. 
He said prospects were for good prices to trappers in the 
swampy bay ou s of the three Lou isiana parishes inclu ded in 
the 30-day hu nting season. 
“T hey ’re going to hav e national m arkets for the skins, 
said comm ission m em ber Frank Dav is. "A lthou gh they ’re 
going to take 4,500 gators, which wou ld giv e them 4,500 
hides, becau se of ex isting laws they can’t ex port them ou t 
of the cou ntry .” 
The hides once sold for $13 to $15 per foot, Dav is said, 
bu t the price may v ary su bstantially this y ear. 
“ If New York (m anu factu rers) can make shoes and 
pocketbooks, and the pu blic can bu y those shoes and 
pocketbix iks, then New York can make money on it and so 
can the trapper," Dav is said. 
Sale of the articles is illegal in some states bu t not in 
Lou isiana. A spot-check of New Orleans stores showed 
alligators shoes were av ailable bu t in short su pply and high 
priced. 
“ Right now we re ou t of them . W e’v e got some on order, 
said Simone Barbe of the Shoe Tree. "W e don’t really hav e 
calls for them , bu t whenev er we hav e them we seem to sell 
them .”

W ith a $400 "step one" salary increase for each 
of the past three years, the STA feels it has fallen drastically 
behind inflation.

PANAMA ('I H BEACH. Fla. (UPI) — A state executive 
surveyed the damage left by Hurricane Eloise and reported: 
For all intents and purposes, Panama City Beach is gone." 
The hill for restoration and cleanup in northwest Florida 
alone will equal $200 million, state officials estimated The 
Alabama Gulf coast suffered another $100 million damage. 
W.T. C arlton, chief of the state Bureau of Beaches and 
Shores, and Gov. Reubin Askew flew over the Florida 
Panhandle's ‘‘Miracle Strip” by helicopter Wednesday. 
Askew said he would ask Pesident Ford to declare the 100- 
mile strip of coast a disaster area. 
Eloise, which killed 42 persons in Puerto Rico and seven 
in the Dominican Republic last week, was the indirect cause 
of two deaths on the U.S. Gulf Coast. A Point Clear, Ala., 
man was electrocuted while attempting to store his boat, 
and a Fort VValton Beach, Fla., man died of a heart attack 
while in a storm shelter. 
Harmon Shields, state director of Natural Resources, said 
motels and residences from Panama City Beach westward 
for about 30 miles “ are falling into the gulf or have been 
blown back across the highway." 
But the savage battering by wind and water did not end 
at the beaches, where owners of wrecked buildings will have 
to get special permission from the state under a new law to 
rebuild close to the water. Eglin Air Force Base, 20 miles 
north of Fort Walton Beach, counted $8 million in damages. 
The base measured 13 inches of rain, and its wind instru­ 
ments blew out when gusts hit 92 miles an hour. 
The last of the Eglin tent city refugees from South 
Vietnam had been moved out on Sept. 15 because of the 
danger of hurricanes. 
The governor reported extensive crop damage and poultry 
loss on the farms around such communities as DeFuniak 
Springs, Bonifay and Chipley. Even the Panhandle’s famed 
pine forests took a savage beating. 
‘‘We saw pine trees looking like a crop of corn because they 
were all bent over,” Askew reported. 
Mayor Dan Russell of Panama City Beach, himself an 
owner of a wrecked motel, put a sign in his window, "The 
Time Has Come to Put Together Again.”

Asked if he thought the con­ 
ference would agree on an in­ 
crease of less than 10 percent, 
he replied, "If we don’t, then 
there will be no agreement."

Erickson and Kelley surren­ 
dered to Warden I^eo Jenkins 
at 7:45 p.m., after releasing 
the hostages in groups of two 
and three. 
At one point, they issued a 
list of nine demands, ranging 
from a call for better f<x>d to a 
demand that no reprisals be 
taken against them. 
"No promises were made," 
the state correction depart­ 
ment said in a statement. "All 
information 
concerning vio­ 
lation of state statutes will be 


turned over to the prosecutor 
for review and action." 
Jenkins said the two had 
gotten high on drugs

Two Attemp ts 


After two attem pts to assassinate President Fo rd 
within sev eral day s o f each o ther, Americans sho uld 
be jo lted into fresh scrutiny o f so me practical means 
to pro tect their leaders — and o f the strain o f 
sickness and diso rder in o ur so ciety that enco urag es 
v io lent acts. 


Since the y ear 1 86 0 , fo ur presidents hav e been 
as s as s in ate d . T h ey were L inco ln , G arfield , 
M cKinley and Kennedy . 


Fo ur o thers were sho t at. They were Jackso n, 
Franklin I). Ro o sev elt, Truman and Fo rd. A fifth, 
Theo do re Ro o sev elt, was wo unded in an assassina­ 
tio n attem pt. 


When a natio nal and wo rld leader can co me so 
clo se to being sho t by kno wn suspicio us characters, 
it is wise to reduce the circum stances fo r such 
po tential trag edy . 


President Fo rd can co ntinue to g iv e speeches and 
shake hands, but there is certainly no necessity fo r 
him to ex po se him self to o pen and clo se-quarter 
situatio ns with spectato rs, which inv ite and facil­ 
itate the presence o f wo uld-be assassins. 


On a recent trip, the President ev en wo re a bullet - 
pro o f v est. Ho wev er, his ming ling with the public 
still puts him in co nstant dang er. 


It is true that tho usands o f Americans are o n 
Secret Serv ice lists as po ssible threats to the 
President o f the United States. It is also true that 
tho se tho usands can’t be watched 2 4 ho urs a day , 
3 6 5 day s a y ear. It wo uld be an impo ssible task. 


Mr. Fo rd’s sense o f cautio n sho uld tell him, after 
two attem pts o n his life within a span o f sev eral 
day s, that he sho uld limit his hand-shaking , g iv e 
fewer adv ance anno uncements o f his schedules and 
stay clo ser to Washing to n. 
There is still a lo t o f sickness in this so ciety . A 
president who ming les with tho usands o f spectato rs 
can o nly fo ster this sickness. Why take chances?

There has been impro v ement in the fuel eco no my 
o f the natio n’s new- cars. Acco rding to the Env iro n­ 
mental Pro tectio n Ag ency , 1 9 76 -mo del auto mo biles 
will av erag e 1 2 .8 percent mo re than 1 9 75 mo dels. 


Auto manufacturers still hav e a lo ng way to g o in 
achiev ing mo re fuel eco no my . But, at least this is 
a start. The public has been clamo ring fo r impro v ed 
fuel eco no my fo r many y ears and the auto industry 
has started to respo nd. 


We think the drastic slump in car sales as well as 
the hig h price o f g as had a lo t to do with the 
impro v ement. We ho pe the auto makers do n’t sto p 
but co ntinue to g iv e the public mo re eco no my . In 
the lo ng run, bo th sides will benefit.

He m an aged to salv age or destroy sen sitiv e equ ipm en t, which 
the Pen tagon w an ted to keep ou t of com m u n ist han ds. 
Un der the n oses of the adv an cin g com m u n ists, he hau led ou t 
u n crated electron ic equ ipm en t on barges an d flew ou t Sou th 
‘ Vietn am ese plan es. He sav ed the Un ited S tates hu n dreds of 
million s of dollars. 
Now v on M arbod has been sen t to Iran , as Defen se Secretary 


.lames Schlesin ger’s person al represen tativ e, to work a n ew 
m iracle. 
T he problem has been created by the Shah, who has 
squ an dered his oil billion s on modern weapon s faster than his 
arm ed forces can assim ilate them . In the past two y ears, he 
has ordered a staggerin g $6 .4 billion worth of m ilitary hardware 
from the U.S. 
* 
As a resu lt, m ou n tain s of m u n ition s are pilin g u p on Iran ian 
docks an d fields. Plan es, helicopters an d other sophisticated 
weapon s are left in crates for weeks, waitin g to be assem bled. 
Iran ian air crews simply can ’t be train ed fast en ou gh to 
operate all the aircraft that the eager Shah has thru st u pon 
them . They were ju st learn in g to fly the F-4s when the Shah 
began bu y in g F-5Es. Before the F-5E crews are broken in . the 
still more adv an ced F-14s will begin arriv in g.

techn ician s can ’t teach the Iran ian s the n ecessary skills as fast 
as the su pplies are du m ped on them . 
T he accu m u lation is mou n tirfg, mean while, with the biggest 
shipm en ts y et to come. "T he Shah has bitten off more than 
he can digest." said on e sou rce. An other con ceded: "W e are 
projectin g a massiv e sn afu .” 
It will be v on M arbod’s mission to sav e the Shah from his 
own haste. The Iran ian s are com peten t en ou gh to operate a 
modern m ilitary m achin e on ce they re properly in stru cted. B u t 
it will take a "lot of show -an d-tell,” on e sou rce told u s. 
Von M arbod has a staff of eight crack ex perts, direct access 
to the top Pen tagon brass an d a repu tation as a man who gets 
thin gs don e." Bu t this still may n ot be en ou gh to tran sform 
Iran in to a major m ilitary power ov ern ight. 
Footn ote: On e reason for the massiv e ov erbu y in g, comm ercial 
sou rces con fide, is that most Iran ian officials are corru pt. T he 
big U.S. m u n ition s makers keep represen tativ es in Teheran . 
They are paid hu ge commission s, which they share with the 
Iran ian s who approv e the pu rchases. The corru pt Iran ian s 
u su ally get a 10 percen t kickback; the more pu rchase orders 
they approv e, therefore, the richer they get. 
DRUG FILES — T he Dru g En forcem en t A dm in istration has 
in v ested heav ily in grease pen s to black ou t the sen sitiv e 
paragraphs from Files that they are compelled to div u lge u n der 
the Freedom of In form ation Iftw. 
OfFicials ex plain ed to u s that con v icted dru g pu shers are 
u sin g the law to try to ov ertu rn their sen ten ces an d m obsters 
are dem an din g file searches to seek the iden tities of con Fiden - 
tial in form an ts. 
On e activ e New York dru g dealer sen t in a formal in qu iry , 
for ex am ple, dem an din g w hether he was bein g in v estigated by 
federal agen ts. T he DEA held back the in form ation for the legal 
tim e lim it, an d then arrested him for sellin g heroin ju st before 
his qu estion wou ld hav e had to be an swered. 
T he ofFicials claim that as high as 9 0 percen t of the disclosu re 
requ ests come from in div idu als directly or in directly in v olv ed 
in the dru g trade. "W e can ’t fabricate a story or tail to 
respon d," a sen ior DEA official told ou r associate Bob Own es. 
“ All we can do is draft gobbledy gook." 
On the other han d, the DEA cen sors hav e been u sin g their 
grease pen s freely to keep in form ation from the pu blic. We 
in v oked the Freedom of In form ation law, for ex am ple, to get 
the DEA File on u s. 
The File in clu ded a Sept. 11, 19 7 3, memo abou t a colu m n we 
had w ritten . “T he su bject article," states the memo, "in dicated 
that Jack An derson was in possession of classiFied Ju stice 
D epartm en t docu m en ts." The rest of the memo, in clu din g the 
n am e of the ofFicial who wrote it, was blotted ou t. 
T H IE U ’S T R IP — The real reason Sou th V ietn am ’s deposed 
Presiden t Ngu y en Van Thieu has applied for a v isa to v isit 
Britain , accordin g to diplom atic sou rces, is to settle there. He, 
therefore, has reached an u n derstan din g with the B ritish that 
his six -m on th v isa will be con sidered "open en ded." 
He wou ld prefer to liv e in the U n ited States, bu t U.S. 
diplom ats hav e talked him ou t of it. His arriv al, they warn ed 
him , might tou ch off dem on stration s. So he is n ow plan n in g 
to reside in B ritain where his son atten ds school.

Hen ce there was a tim e when m an y were willin g 
to accept a sign ifican t degree of gov ern men t 
in terferen ce in ex chan ge for econ omic secu rity . 
T hu s abru pt, u n plan n ed deregu lation wou ld be 
so costly an d chaotic, ev en Ford m u st kn ow it’s 
u n thin kable. Presu m ably then , this presiden tial 
palav er is abou t deregu lation at the lower en d of 
the in come scale, i.e. cu t the welfare.

The Baltimore Orioles are becoming as reliable as the 
neighborhood mailman. 
"Neither rain nor snow nor gloom of night stay s these couriers 
from their appointed rounds" is the familiar quote ov er post 
office windows across the country . 
And Wednesday night, the Orioles refused to be stay ed either 
by the rain or the gloom of night in their self-appointed mission 
of ov ertaking the Boston Red Sox in the American League East 
pennant chase. 
Amid scattered heav y rains, a delay of three hours and 21 
minutes, a soaked play ing field and generally gloomy condi­ 
tions, the relentless Orioles— behind ace right-hander J im 
Palmer—walloped the Detroit Tigers 8 -1 for their 10th win in 
the last 11 games and mov ed to within 3' /2 
games of the 
rainedout first place Red Sox . 
J ust as reliable as the Orioles —but ov er a longer period of 
tim e—are the Oakland A's, who finally , after three straight 
games of flirting with a magic number of one, clinched their 
fifth straight AL West title. 
The A s took no chances by pounding out 13 hits including 
Reggie J ackson’s 33rd and 34th homers to drub the Chicago 
White Sox 13-2. Claudell Washington had four RBIs for 
Oakland and Vida Blue, who pitched the first six innings, 
gained credit for his 21st win. 
Palmer, now 22-11, spaced six hits in equaling his prev ious 
season-high v ictory total. He was staked to a rare "big” inning 
when in the fifth, the Orioles scored fiv e runs—the highlights 
being Paul Blair’s two-run double and Lee May ’s two-run 
single. 
“ The rain delay didn’t bother m e,” said Palmer who also 
lowered his league-leading earned run av erage to 2.18 . "The 
only thing I felt out there was hunger because I hadn’t eaten 
since lunch. 
Added Palmer’s battery mate Elrod Hendricks: "He (Palmer) 
goes to something ex tra whenev er he has to. No matter what 
happens to us, he’ll be the Cy Young Award winner because 
he has been the most consistent pitcher all y ear. 
“ If he’d hav e had any kind of support, he’d hav e won sev en 
or eight of the 11 games he lost.” 
The A’s celebrated for a change after locking up the title. The 
past two y ears, they acted as if nothing happened after 
clinching. Wednesday night, though, they acted like first time 
winners. 


“ We lost Catfish and ev ery one said we couldn’t do it again,” 
said Sal Bando. “ So that added to the pressure. Personally , 
I’m more ex cited about winning this y ear than ev er before.” 


“ It took us a little longer to nail it down," said J ackson, “ so 
it feels a little better. No question, there was a lot more pressure 
on us this y ear than ev er before.” 


“ It was a tougher job all the way around this y ear,” said 
Manager Alv in Dark. “ We won it with our bullpen, Vida and 
Kenny and with our usual good play from the older fellows.” 


Elsewhere in the American League, Kansas City put away 
Minnesota 4-2 and Milwaukee drubbed Clev eland 10-3. Boston 
at New York was postponed because of rain.

KINGSTON 
There are more than 30 public and private agencies and 
organizations in Ulster County that provide a variety of social 
services to a large segment of the population. Representatives 
from many of those groups gathered at the Kingston Municipal 
Auditorium Wednesday to try to make some sense out of the 
maze of programs that are available to the poor, the handt 
capped, the destitute and the ill. 
Wednesday’s session, however, had a larger purpose than 
simply introducing one agency to another. It marked the first 
step in what will be an exhaustive, six-month preparation of 
a county-wide organization plan for all the varied social service 
programs currently available to residents of Ulster County. 
W'ith completion of that plan, local agencies and officials will 
know precisely what benefits are available, what additional 
specific programs are needed and which organizations mav be 
duplicating their efforts 
That coordination of energies is mandated if the county is 
to receive its share of Title X X federal funds in 1977. In fact, 
all of the counties in New York State will have to sort out what 
they have and what they need in order to be eligible for the 
grant program. 
Gregory S. Coler, deputy commissioner of the New York State 
Department of Social Services, pointed out Wednesday that 
Ulster County is the first in New York State to take formal 
steps to determine exactly what programs are available to its 
residents. As the featured speaker at Wednesday’s program. 
Coler commented. "The key to Title X X is the partnership 
between the private and the public sectors... and the elimina­ 
tion of duplicate services that they might be offering now 
Ulster County is the first community to take the bull by the 
horns." 


All this mandated preparation and coordination, however, 
probably won t mean any additional funds during the early 
stages of Title X X In fact, federal appropriations for 1976 have 
already been determined; New York State is earmarked to 
receive some $3 million les* than in 1975, 
While the state will be receiving fewer federal funds. Coler 
noted, the Title X X program will allow the state and its 
subdivisions to assume greater control over how those funds are 
spent. 
Services have the opportunity now to receive e<pial funding, 
or to receive funds based on the real needs of the community,” 
Coler stated, "Title X X doesn’t offer any new mome* at this 
point, but it offers opportunities that we haven’t had before 
To find out just what social service opportunities are 
available in this area, five panel discussions were conducted 
during the day, each reflecting the priorities that have been 
established by the New York State Department of Social 
Services 
Representatives from the various service agencies 
discussed such topics as economic self-sufficiency, prevention 
of abuse of children and adults and institutional care 
In additon, many of the service agencies set up display booth* 
with exhibits and literature describing their activities and 
programs. 
“ This is the first step," said Bernhardt S Kramer, Com­ 
missioner of the Ulster County Department of Siaial Services, 
"B v the time we re finished, we should have a good idea what 
services the community actually needs and how we can best 
meet th«*se needs.” 
Wednesdav’s program was sponsored by the I lster County 
Social Services, Health and Mental Health Ihpartments, the 
Council of Social Agencies and United Wav of Ulster County.

Government W or kers 
Role ‘Important’ 


KINGSTO N 
United Way of Ulster County has formally launched its drive 
to solicit campaign funds from among the thousands of local, 
city, county, state and federal employes who work and live in 
Ulster County. 
The government employe division, headed by .James Davis 
and Douglas Dye, held its first campaign session Tuesday, 
meeting with members of the midnight-to-8 a.m. shift at the 
Ulster County Sheriffs Department. The result: all of the 
employes pledged donations to the United Way campaign fund 
drive. 
In addition, 100 percent of the highway department employes 
in the Towns of Esopus and Olive have pledged to support the 
1976 fund drive. 
With those pledges, and other early contributions, this year’s 
United Way fund drive has already reached 10 percent of its 
goal. . . and the campaign won’t officially begin until Saturday. 
That hefty headstart has United W’ay officials optimistic that 
this year’s $417,000 goal can be achieved. 
The governmental employes will play a major role in 
determining whether, in fact, the goal will be met. And both 
Davis and Dye plan to convince as many as they can. 
Meetings are planned this week with all of the employes who 
work in the Ulster County Office Building. The two division 
leaders will also be meeting with workers at the Social Security 
Administration, post offices throughout the county, town and 
village departments and state police barracks, to name a few. 
City Government workers will also be contacted for their 
support. 
The meetings with various governmental employes consist, 
for the most part, of an explanation of the many services that 
the 17 member agencies of United Way offer to the residents 
of Ulster County. And the campaigners invariably emphasize 
that, without the financial support of all the members of the 
community, the services agencies can’t provide all of the 
programs that are needed. 
For Davis (New York Telephone Co.) and Dye (IBM ), the 
task of convincing government employes to pledge to the 
United Way campaign amounts to a full-time job. "Both men 
are on the road constantly,’’ said United Way President David 
Dittman, “ and they will be for the next six weeks.” Davis 
added, “ We’ll try to get in touch with everyone we can. W e’ll 
be there, even if it’s to meet with just two employes.” 
Their full-time commitment to the United Way fund drive 
reflects the cooperative spirit of the entire United Way 
program. Both men have been given time off, with full pay, 
by their employers to assist in this year’s campaign drive. 
1 he 
cooperation of the major industries in providing loan executives 
to the campaign is very important,” said Dittman. 
During previous fund drives, separate fund campaigns were 
directed at local, state and federal employes. This is the first 
year that all government employes in Ulster County are being 
approached under the auspices of a single division. 
That organizational change reflects United W ay’s new policy 
of reaching more contributors than ever before; of seeking out 
the many potential donors who may never have contributed to 
United Way in the past, but whose support is essential for a 
successful campaign. 
This year’s campaign will officially run from Sept. 27 to Oct. 
7, with the beginning marked by the first annual Kick-off Ball, 
scheduled for this Saturday at the Gov. Clinton Hotel.
